And becauſe all bold and irreverent Sperches touching matters of this high nature are pu⸗ 
niſhable, not onely in the Speakers, but in the Hearers allo, unleſs they do ſpeedily reveal 
the ſame unto ſome of His Majeſties Pꝛivy Council, o2 fome other His Majeſties Judges 
oꝛ Juſtices ofthe Peace within the ſpace of Four and twenty hours nert after ſuch words 


ſpoken. Therekoꝛe that all men may be left without ercute, Who Mall not hereafter con⸗ 


tain themſelves Within that modeſt and duciful Regard which becomes them, His Majeſty 
doth further Declare, That he will pꝛoceed with all Severity, againſt all manner of per⸗ 
ſons who (hall uſe any bold oꝛ unlawful Speeches of this nature, oꝛ be pzeſent at any Cof- 
fee-houſe, oꝛ other publick oꝛ pꝛibate Meeting Where ſuch Speeches are uſed, without 
Revealing the ſame in due time, Hts Majeſty being reſolved to Suppꝛels this unlawful 


and undutikul kind of Diſcourſe, by a moſt Strict and Exemplary Puniſhment of all ſuch 


Offenders as (hall be hereafcer diſcovered,
